cisco employ an Inspector in China- 
town who** special duty it is to look 
after the cleanliness .of.tb.at/ guarter 
and notify resident! and propstjj,Down- 
er* to abate any nuisances that may 
arise on tbeir premise*. 
A walk 


through th* alley* and labyrinths of that 
delectable quarter reveal broken sewers, 
decayed vegetable matter and filth and 
•lime friyn closet* and vaults flowing in 
disgusting rivulets through seme of the 
thoroughfares. 
On Cam Cook alley 


the sewer is broken, the planking par- 
tially destroyed, exposing to view .the 
accumulated filth :below. The light* 
and smell* in this alley are enough to 
turn any stomach but that of a China- 
man. 
In nearly all the hallways lead- 


ing from Ross and Bartlrtt alleys decay- 
ing vegetable matter in left lying in 
huge heaps generating disease and per- 
haps pestilence. 
In a cellar on Bart- 


lett alley a Chinaman has confined a 
dozen mangy dogs of all color* and 
aizes, besides a number of dncks. 
The 


•tench from this vile underground keu- 
nel can be plainly distinguished from 
the street above. Th« health authori- 
ties owe it to themselves and the city to 
take some measures immediately for 
the abatement of these nuisances and 
the infusing of some energy into the In- 
•pector whoo has charge of the sanitary 
condition of that quarter. Is the sitti- 
atien any better in Beno? 
Beside* 


the Chinese avil distributed throughout 
town in the shape of wash-houses, 
what a fine source of filth,-peatiluace 
and disease is not Chinatown itself? 
Were small pox or cholera to call on 
Reno, ita first quarter would be in Chi- 
natown. Besides it should be remem- 
bered that when Chinatown was ban- 
ished to its present quarters, it has 
since bailt iUelf on both sides of a large 
ditch which carries drinking water to 
many citizens in the lower part of the 
valley. 
What a fine assortment of staff 


and fifth is thrown into the ditch every 
day? The Chinese colony lines the 
ditch on both sides for at least three or 
five hundred feet, and every variety of 
filth and refuse are cast into it. Is it 
not about time that toe people of a 
civilized generation, arise and protect 
themselves from the habits and vices of 
a non-progressive .people like the Chi- 
nese, who take no sanitary precaution 
again8tvdise,a*e.,ana deajh.? 
Mfhile one 


of their «peoiea-B9ccui»bs • to death, he 
will entail the destroying of bait a 
dozen others whe obierv* th* law* 
•of oleaplinei* and health, ihould an 
epidemic occur.

Aa Accident that Mlgttt Ilave Been 


Averted. 


The accident of Thursday noon, which 


resulted in the death of Ned Henry, 
was a peculiarly sad one, as the investi- 
gation of the Coroner's jury showed 
yesterday. He was only 23 years of 
age and raised in this vicinity, Truekee 
being,hi»residing,place. He was, cen- 
docter on the special west-bound freight 
train, and while making a link connec- 
tion between two.cars ,got his right foot 
caught in a frog in the track, and could 
not withdraw it before the train started, 
Eye witnesses of the accident testified 
that he seemed to realize his situation 
and tried to save his life at the expense 
of his foot. 
He threw his body out- 


ward so as to clear the • rail, but the 
oars struck him in such a way as to 
partially throw him sideways. 
The 


Wheels ran over his rigat.l»g,cr,anch4pg 
and breaking it part way-between the 
knee »md the ankle, and bystanding 
witnesses claim that the car trucks 
pressed over his side in such a way as 
to injure him internally. 
The engineer 


was instantly signalled to stop the train, 
but it was too late. 
Henry's foot was 


extricated from the track, it taking 
three, men's strength to do it, and he 
was carried to the C. P. baggage room, 
where he expired in a few minutes. 
This frog boaiBeM- is one that baa 
caused the death of many good men in 
this State.and is one,of the most pro- 
lific causes of death among conductors 
and brakemea-iu the United States. 
Hundreds of men are yearly, sacrifled to 
the frog-demon, and the railroads seem 
to remain utterly.apathetic. 
On some 


of the eastern roads the authorities have 
inserted, a kind of wedge ,between the 
angles of each frog, BO that men's feet 
cannot possibly be caught under any 
circumstances; but on this coast they 
remain apathetic. 
The Coroner's jury 


returned a vsrdict that Henry came to 
his death -by "acoidently getting his 
foot caught in a frog," but neglected to 
impose ; blame 
on anyone. 
• Several 


members of the jury, however, informed 
a JOUIHAI, reporter that they would have 
rested tbe blame on the railroad people 
bad the subject been brought to their 
mind in the jury room. 


In the E lateru States, according to 


the Bailway Age, the conductors,and 
the engineers' brotherhoods have agi- 
tated the matter and appealed to inven- 
tors for a remedy for the frog evil, to- 
gether with asking for some means of 
ameliorating the condition of things 
which saonficeH a finger, a day, OB an 
average, from the act of coupling cars. 
Various inventors have pored over the 
problem, and there.are probably over 
3,000 different patents issued on car 
couplings, which will do away with the 
danger of frog-oatobing and mutilated 
fingers, but the railroads remain apn- 
thetic.
